and 10 with amended Claims 1 and 10 as follows. A marked 
up version of the amended claims is attached herewith in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.121(c). 


30 1. (Twice Amended) Magneto-optical recording or 

reproducing device comprising an information erasing 
means, and, in the case of recording information, a 
writing device, formed from a writing magnet and an 
optical scanning device, for overwriting information or 

35 data recorded on a magneto-optical recording medium, 
wherein the information erasing means is formed by an 
erasing magnet having a magnetic field which is directed 
opposite to the magnet of the writing device and which 
has a field strength sufficient to initialize the 

40 magneto-optical recording medium without the assistance 
of a laser. 

10. (Twice Amended) Magneto-optical recording or 
reproducing device comprising: 
45 an information erasing means and, in the case of 

recording information, a writing device, formed from a
